The girls who havent been able td 
get permits are fearful lest the Sinn 
Fein detain them; the girls with the 
coveted piece of paper are equally wor-' 
ried lest the English authorities de- 
tain them. The usual place for the 
permit en route is the heel of the shoe.

GEORGE COHAN ' 
EXILES SELF TO 
MERRY ENGLAND 


‘New York, Oct. 14.—[Special.j— 
George M. Cohan, it appears, will carry 
out his announced intention to quit the 
American stage. He will leave New 
York on Wednesday on the Beren- 
garia, taking with him his whole fam- 
ily, his business organization and his 
future plans for theatrical production. 
In short, the clan of Cohan will become 
British. 

“ While present conditions exist,” 
comments Cohan, bitterly, “I feel that 
I cannot continue in theatrical business 
here.” : 

Cohan’'s self imposed exile follows 
several years of diffiéulties with former 
friends in the theatrfeal world which 
started with the actors’ strike and the 
foundation of the Actors’ Equity agso- 
ciation. 

Bitterly opposed to what he termed 
“the unionization of an art,” Cohan 
split with his life long associate, Sam 
Harris, resigned from theatrical clubs, 
and ended old friendships with actor 
folk.

GIRL IS BORN TO 
DUNNING INMATE; 
INQUIRY SOUGHT 


Toman to Ask Action 
by. City Council. 


A resolution requesting the Chicago 
Medical society to invesffgate condi- 
tions at the Chicago state hospital, 
formerly known as the Dunning in- 
sane asylum, will be made at the next 
meeting of the city council. 

The resolution, to be offered by Ald. 
John Toman, declares that “the 
public welfare, health, and morals irm- 
peratively demand drastic and proinpt 
action for the protection of society 
generally.” There are thousands of 
relatives and friends of inmates of the 


hospital in Chicago, for Cook county 


the institution. 

Ald. Toman had his attention called 
to the hospital when he learned that 
Casper Kral, 2440 South Sawyer eve- 
nue, a tailor, received a notice Aug. 
20, signed by Dr. Charles F. Read 
then managing officer of the hospital 
and now state alienist, saying that 
Mary Kral, the tailor’s wife, gave 
birth to a boy Aug. 19. It was later 
ascertained the child is a girl. 


Employé Reported the Father. 


‘“‘Mary Kral was the mother of three p 


children before she was sent to the 
institution four years ago,” Ald. 
Toman said. “ My information is that 
the father of this child is, or was, an 
employé or male inmate of this hos- 
pital for the insane.” 

“In, a talk I had with a high of-. 
ficial of the institution, I was tol? 
there was nothing new in such an oc- 
currence and that such things often 
happened. In my opinion they should 
never happen. Male and female in- 
mates should never be allowed to 
mingle under any circumstances,” 

The Toman resolution also requests 
“the department of public welfare of 
the state of Illinois to supply the coun- 
cil with a report showing the extent 
to which children are born of women 
inmates of other state hospitals for 
the insane.” 

Wants to Know the Penalty. 

The alderman, in addition to his: 
resolution, wrote a letter to Corpora- 
tion Counsel Ettelson yesterday, de- 
manding answers to the following 
questions: 

“On the assumption that my infor- 
mation is correct, what offense or 
crime, if any, was committed by the 
father of this child for which he can 
be legally punished, and what are the 
punishments provided for such crimes 
or offenses?

Physician in 
Store Holdup 


Three whisky thieves shot and 
killed Dr. John M. Lipson, owner of 
St. Paul’s hospital, last night while 
robbing the Reisman Drug company’s 
store at 3601 South Halsted street. 

Two hours ‘after the robbery the 
three were arrested in a saloon known 
as the “Pistol Inn,” at 4100 South 
Dearborn street, by . Detective Ser- 
geans Darrell, Huzar, and Schwartz. 
They are: James Burns, 4129 Wallace 
street; John (“Plucks”) Flannigan, 
who refused to give his address, and 
Michael J. Craven, 618 West 6ist 
street. 

The trio were taken at once to the 
drug store, where they were identi- 
fiéd, Craven as the slayer of Dr. Lip- 
son, and the others as the men who 
carried the whisky from the place. All 
have police records. 

Later the police arrested four more 
suspects. They are Peter McKeon, 
Harry Ward, Thomas Feeley, and 
Paddy Fox. 

How Robbery Was Effected. 

About 10 o’clock last evening when a 
dozen customers were-in the store three 
men enteréd, One was about 45 years 
of uge. The other two were younger. 
They glanced around the place and 


| walked out. 


Half an hour later they returned. 
Inside the door, besides Samuel Reis- 
man, the owner, and Thomas Hollings- 
worth, a porter, were Dr. Lipson, Dr. 
James V. Anderson, who has his office 
in the flat above, and a Mrs. Lannes, 
who lives at 3615 South Halsted street. 

As the three men entered the older 
man stepped forward and commanded: 

“Stick ’em 

The customers complied. ‘ The 
younger couple raided the till; took $25 
in cash there. Then directed by Reis- 
man, they went to the back room and 
found a case of whisky -under the 
prescription counter. 

Outside a big, green touring car was 
standing. The whisky was loaded into 
it. Drs; Lipson and Anderson and Mrs. 
Lannes, herded behind a counter, saw 
the bandit chieftain backing out the 
rear of the store. ¥ 

Dr. Lipson Meets Death. 

Dr. Lipson dropped his hands and 
started for the front door. Ag he 
passed around the counter the bandit 
leader saw him. 

“Damn you-—-where do you think 
you are going?” he called out—and 
fired three times. : 

Dr. Lipson dropped to the floor. One 
bullet had penetrated his head. An- 
other hit him in the groin; a third 
passed threugh his right leg. He died 
almost instantly. 

“The rest of you keep quiet or you'll 
get the same dose,” the slayer warned 
us he walked toward the door. A mo- 
ment later the big green car was seen 
to dart around a corner. 

Police Hurry to Scene.

Lipson. He could not help him. Others 
celled the police. They in turn notified 
the bureau.

Would Bet on Strike. 

“I will not say definitely, but if I 
were a betting man I would bet there 
will be a strike,” said W. G. Lee, presi- 
dent of the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen. 

The new crisis developed fellowing 
an all day session in the Blackstone 
hotel of the Association of Railway 
Executives. Attending this oconfer- 
ence were the presidents and other of- 
ficers of nearly every important rail- 
road of the country. 

Rate reductions and freight rates in 
particular were discuased. The rail 
chiefs decided freight tariffs should be 
decreased—but only as further wage 
reductions are authorized by the rail- 
road labor board, 

“An application,” read the state- 
ment ued by the executives, “ will 
be m to the United States railroad 
labor board for a reduction of wages 
of train service employés sufficient to 
remove the remainder of the increase 
(20 per cent) made by the labor board's 
decision of July, 1920—this would in- 
volve & further reduction of approxi- 
mately 10 per cent—and a reduction 
in wages of all other classes of labor 
to the going rate for such labor in the 
several territories where the carriers 
operate. 

Shippers to Receive 

“The foregoing action is upon the 
understanding that, concurrently with 
such reduction in wages, the benefit 
of the reduction thus obtained shall, 
with the concurrence of the interstate 
commerce commission, be passed on to 
the public in the reduction of railroad 
rates, except in so far as such reduc- 
tions shall have been made in the 
meantime.” 

Apprised of the proposal that would 
be considered at the Blackstone meet- 
ing, brotherhood leaders early in the 
day ‘requested a conference with the 
railway executives, who appointed a 
committee of five to meet the union 
men last night. 

This conference, it was admitted, 
was entered into merely as a matter 
of courtesy on the part of railway offi- 
cialis. The statement adopted at the 
meeting of rail chiefs was read to the 
union men, and the latter were told 
that no recession from the stand out- 
lined in this announcement will be con- 
sidered. |

Yet his remarks on our cot- 
ton situation could only be justified on the theory 
that there is a paramount duty on the part of 
our southern agriculturists to meet British textile 
Reeds regardiess of the economic situation or seif- 
interest of the cotton grower. 

The inference of his remarks is that the south 
has deliberately conspired to starve British indus- 
try. This sense of malevolent hostility in other 
nations is probably the most mischievous factor in 
international relations, and perhaps the most diffi- 


» cult to deal with. But really we have a right to 


expect a saner view from men of Sir George’s 
influence and mentality. 
What are the facts of the southern agricultura) 


. situation? To begin with, there has been for some 


years an energetic effort to induce planters to 
diversify thelr agriculture. With cotton in demand 
at profitable prices, this effort has not been very 
_ successful, though it has had some effect. But with 
the drastic fall in prices, consequential upon a war

GOITER AMONG CHILDREN. 
GREAT many children 12 years 
of age and over have goiter. If 
one will watch the lines of pupils 

| in*the upper gradss of the gram- 

'mar school and the high schcocis he will 

be astonished to find so many with big 

necks. 


In an investigation of 7,025 school chil- 
dren in Bath, England, it was found 
that 1 boy out of each 200 had goiter 
and the condition was three times as 
prevalent among the girls. None was 
found in boys under 8 and another study 
showed none in infants. 

A similar study tn Milwaukee, Cleve- 
land, Detroit, or Chicago would show 
the condition more prevalent than that 
| among the older school children of those 
cittes. 


When it comes to explaining the extst-. 
ence of these enlargements, physicians 
are at sea. One explanation of the 
great prevalence of the condi in 
adolescent children and children just be- 
low the adolescent period is that the 
very rapid growth of the body calls on 
the thyroid gland for a lot of work. 
In order to do the great amount of extra 
work, the gland enlarges. To meet the 
requirements. of this theory the goiter 
should fall back to something like the 
average size when the child gets a lit- 
tle older and the rate of abe has 
slowed up. 

This happens. almost as a rule, but 
with many exceptions. Also if this 
theory is true the girls and boys with 
enlarged thyroids should not have pro- 
jecting eyeballs, great nervousness, 
tremors, and other signs of too much 


thyroid. As a rule this requirement is 


met. 

All in all thyroid enlargement among 
the school boys and girls is not a se- 
rious condition. It is the rule for en- 
largements of the thyroid, however, to 
exists for several years before prom- 
inence of the eyeballs, nervousness, and 
other symptoms make their appearance, 

Dr. Plummer of Rochester has worked 
out the average interval between the 
appearance of the tumor and the devel- 
opment of other symptoms in the many 
thousand cases that have ‘gone on to 
development of symptoms and have 
finally come for treatment at the Mayo 
clinic. Therefore, it is not wise to hold 
too lightly .even the apparently harmless 
though somewhat deforming  goiters 
seen in schoolboys and schoolgiris.

KU KLUX KLAN—LAUGH ’EM OFF. 
[Daily News, New York.] 

A lot of papers throughout the country have been | 
exposing the Ku Klux Klan. This piece of journalistic 
enterprise was commenced by the New York World, 
and we'll say that the World handled this story 
in a thorough fashion. The World appears to criti- 
cize this strangely named organization for three main 
reasons: 

1. It excludes Catholics, Jews, and Negroes. 

2. It has secret names, such as the Imperial Wizard, 
the Kleagle, the Kliockard, the Klexter, the Kloran, 
and secret rites and oaths. 

3. It has an initiation fee of $10, a considerable 
portion of which is ee to stick to the hands of the 
organizers. 

The avowed purpose of the modern Klan is to pro- 
mote what it calls “ 100 per cent Americanism.” For 
such a purpose the organization has chosen a strange 
name, because the original Ku Klux Klan was 
founded by Confederate officers who had | 
desisted from a four year attempt to shatter the) 
United States of America into two parts and to make 
their part a slave empire.

It has been said that 
the modern version of the Ku Klux Klan has com- 
mitted unlawful acts, particularly in the south; that 
it has horsewhipped women of whose method of liv- 
ing it has disapproved and that it has tarred and 
feathered men for the same reason. . 

There is where the line should be drawn. If the 
Ku Klux Klan commits unlawful acts or incites the 
commitment of such acts against any resident of the | 
United States, then the full power of the law must 
be set into operation against the Klan. 

As to the criticism that the Klan uses mysterious 
words, rifes, oaths, etc., nearly every secret society 
does the same thing, from high school fraternities 
up. As to the fact that an initiztion fee is charged 
and paid, we assume that most secret socicties —— 
an initiation fee.

Artinstitute Speaker Tells 
How to Decorate.

Martha, Martha, thou hast troubled 
thyself about many things. \ 

“Colors are of more importance in. 
interior decorating than most people 
appreciate,” said Ross Crane, head of 
the Art institute extension depart- 
ment, yesterday in a lecture on “ Econ- 
omy in Decorating” before 200 women 
who assembled on the sixth floor of 
the Leiter building. 

“Take the old fashioned room with 
the deep red ceiling, the deep red 
walls, and the deep red carpets on the 
floor,’’ he continued. ‘“ You remember 
them, don’t you? Were they not very 
depressing? Did you begin to feel the 
somber spell when you entered? How 
could those parlors have been happy? 
Then take a -gray m. Go into a 


gray room for fifteen’ minutes and you 
will feel uncomfortable. 

“If you are going to fit out a room 
that faces the south or the west, do 
not spread the warmer colors, such 
as red and yelfow, around. Put in a 
light blue. 

Where to Use Red and Yellow. 

“If you are decorating a north or 


east room use the reds and the yel-|- 


lows. A light pink is always good for 
a bedroom. Blue is always good for 
dining rooms. 
“Then I want to impress upon you 
that it is not necessary to have a for- 
tune to make a house look attractive. 
You do not need rare flimsy silks for 
the drapes and curtains. Use a little 
cheap cretonne—you can get some at- 
tractive patterns for about 90 cents a 
yard and when you get them, gpread 
around you will have a delightful 
room. Take some cheap ‘denim—lI 
have some here that cost 40 cents a 


yard. Use it to cover the divans and/|. 


the big chairs and for table runners, 
Points to Simple Things. 


“Here is a rug that cost less than 
$50. It is hard and durable. It will 
wear for ten years. ‘Take this lamp, 
why it is the most attractive thing I 
have ever seen and it cost only $25. 
That one over there, the one with the 
frills and the beads and everything 
cost about $100 and I Jeave it to you, 
isn’t this the most beautiful? 

“Just remember that simplicity is 
the soul of beauty, that you can get 
attractive things for moderate prices, 
you can furnish a house that will ex- 
cite the envy of every millionaire in 
Chicago.”

Union Is a Monopoly, Bill 
Charges. 


The Carpenters’ District mae 
big obstacle in the way to the return 
to normalcy in’ the building industry— 
yesterday was attacked through the 
medium of the state courts. 


\4 bill for an injunction, filed In the 
Superior court, attacks the council as 
a “monopoly.” The court is asked to 
restrain the union and its officers, sev- 
eral of whom are named, from inter- 
fering in any way with men who are 
willing to d6 carpenters’ work at dif- 
ferent wages and under different con- 
ditions from those stipulated by the 
council. 

Is Calied Monopoly. 

Eight concerns, through their attor- 
ney, Dudley Taylor, filed the bill. The 
charges are, in brief, that the Chicago 


solute monopoly. Through bylaws, 
rules, and regulations, the bill states, 
the district counci! controls 20,500 car- 
penters. A certain wage is demanded 
for them, men are not permitted to 
work with open shop made materials 
or nonunion made materials, and they 
are not permitted to work in an open 
shop. 
The eight concerns represented by 
Attorney Taylor are mills or factories. 
They employ 2,500 carpenters who are 
known as inside men. These men are 
forced, the bill alleges, through the 
power of the district council to demand 
$1.10 cents ah hour, to refuse to work 
with materials not stamped ,with the 
union’s approval, and to refuse to work 
in an open shop if the union so decides. 


Injunction Is Asked. 


The bill asks that decision as to what 
@ man shall work for, what he will 
work with, and who he will work with 
be left to the volition of the individual. 
The bill asks that the district council 
be restrained from interfering in any 
way with men who choose to work 
under open shop conditions. 

Attorney Taylor said the immediate 
cause for the bill lay in the fact that 
mill and factéry owners were com- 
pelled, through the district council, to 
pay a wage of $1.10 an hour to inside 
carpenters. In all other cities, he said, 
the scale was 70 or 75 cents an hour.. 

If the bill is successful, he said an 
open shop will prevail.

You not 
only get potatoes cheaper by buying 
them in bushel lots and storing them, 
but you gave paying some one else a 
storage bill.

apartment may be used for storing po- 
tatoes. While it is not safe to store 
them in large quantities, one or two 
bushels may be safely kept in base- 
ments which are psed from day to day. 
They decay if left in a warm*basement 
more than a few weeks. 

Potatoes that have been kept in pits 
seem to grow about as well as those 
kept in cold storage. They can be put 
in pits late in the fall, where they will 
keep all winter. Many gardeners who 
stored potatoes in back yards and gar- 
dens in Chicago last winter kept them 
in the pits until the middle of May. 
The potatoes came out plump and loss 
was small. 

Where potatoes, or any other vege- 
table, are to be stored in pits, a well 
drained location should be selected. A 
hole four inches deep and five feet in 
diameter makes a good sized pit. Line 
the bottom with straw and pile the 
potatoes up in cone shape around a 
ventilator shaft made by nailing three 
four inch boards together to form a 
triangle. Cover the pile with a twelve 
inch layer of straw or grass and a foot 
of dirt. Pile more dirt on as the 
weather gets colder. A two foot layer 
of manure will be needed in severe coid 
weather. In cold weather keep the 
ventilator plugged, and before the ma-
